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The  great  word-painters  of  prophecy  constantly  bring 
before  our  imagination,  the  outlines  of  pictures  whose  light 
and  shade  is  not  lost,  even  after  the  lapse  of  centuries. 
Circumstances  varied  by  every  transposition  of  scene,  may 
give  a  broader  or  deeper  meaning  to  the  bold  touches  of 
the  master-hand,  but  in  each  shifting  light,  thoughts  are 
reproduced  finding  them  fit  expression  in  the  action  of  to¬ 
day.  Thus  the  matchless  Hebrew  prophet  gives  a  glowing 
sketch  of  earnest  activity,  among  the  emissaries  of  the 
Prince  of  darkness,  and  yet  with  one  graphic  touch  closes, 
with  what  we  as  laborei's  for  the  Prince  of  Life,  may  call 
the  secret  of  our  Ninth  year’s  successful  working  :  “  They 
helped  every  one  his  neighbor,  and  every  one  said  to  his 
brother,  be  of  good  courage.” 

No  words  could  more  clearly  characterize  the  efforts  to 
purchase  the  Mission  premises  in  Calcutta  which  serve  as 
the  centre  of  our  work  in  India.  The  undertaking  seemed 
one  of  magnitude,  although  developed  as  a  necessity  of 
growth  and  efficiency,  but  active  brain,  and  skillful  finger 
devised  and  executed  fresh  expedients,  and  “love  making 
the  labor  light,”  difficulties  vanished,  and  the  object  was 
attained. 

It  is  no  hght  duty,  which  the  supporters  of  this  Society 
have  attempted  to  discharge,  in  freeing  women  from  the  fet¬ 
ters  of  idolatry,  for  an  eminent  missionary  thus  defines  its 
power :  “  I  am  convinced  that  more  than  other  mission 
work,  it  goes  to  the  very  root  of  Satan’s  hold  upon  the 
people  of  the  East.”  Yet  none  the  less  faithfully  have  our 
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representatives  labored  through  the  changes  of  another 
year,  to  lead  the  enslaved  portion  of  then-  sex  to  the  free¬ 
dom  of  a  Redeemer’s  love.  Progressive  as  is  our  work, 
nowhere  do  we  gather  more  encouragement  than  from  the 
incidents,  which  have  stimulated  and  varied  the  daily  re- 
sponsibilities  of  our  missionaries,  hi  the  zenanas  of  India. 
There,  we  are  told,  “daughters  are  un welcomed  at  their 
birth,  untaught  in  childhood,  enslaved  when  married,  ac¬ 
cursed  as  widows,  unlamented  when  they  die.  This  sad 
statement  applies  to  the  entire  female  population  of  the 
vast  Continent  of  India,  amounting  to  eighty  or  ninety  mil¬ 
lions,  of  whom  80,000  are  widows,  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  sixteen.”  Of  the 

Visits  to  Satire  Women, 


Miss  Wilson  writes:  “We  leave  the  broader  streets  to  find 
the  native  houses,  in  many  cases  going  into  narrow  lanes, 
where  one  could  almost  touch  the  walls  on  either  side.  We 
are  not  allowed  to  pass  the  front  entrance,  but  make  our 
way  through  dark  passages,  to  the  women’s  apartments. 
We  find  a  great  difference  in  these,  some  being  light  and 
well  ventilated,  while  others  are  dark  and  have  a  mouldy 
odor.  I  teach  in  one,  where  is  no  other  light,  than  what 
struggles  through  four  holes  in  a  thick  wall,  not  many  inches 
square.  But  the  poor  woman  who  lives  there,  manages 
even  to  select  colors  and  finish  very  pretty  worsted  work.” 

Miss  Caddy  gives  thus  a  portion  of  a  day’s  experience  : 
“  My  first  visit  was  made  at  a  large  house  fronting  on  a 
wide  street,  but  which  was  entered  by  a  narrow  doorway, 
leading  to  dark  and  crumbling  staircases.  I  was  admitted 
into  a  room  without  carpet  or  mat,  whose  walls  were  fes¬ 
tooned  with  cobwebs,  which  are  never  cleared  away  until 
the  house  is  repaired.  The  only  piece  of  furniture  in  this 
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room  was  a  bed,  on  which  I  took  my  seat  with  my  pupil 
beside  me.” 

In  mentioning  some  details  of  instruction  she  adds : 
“  This  was  my  first  lesson  with  this  zenana-lady  since  the 
summer  vacation,  as  during  that  time,  she  was  in  a  distant 
part  of  the  country.  She  read  the  Bible  and  a  poem  lately 
translated  into  Bengali  called  the  ‘Old,  old  Story,’  and, 
as  a  proof  of  her  comprehending  them  thoroughly,  gave 
most  thoughtful  answers  to  my  questions.  As  I  turned  to 
leave  her,  she  said  smiling  ‘  I  want  to  tell  you  something. 
On  my  return  from  Delhi,  we  visited  our  holy  city  Benares, 
and  as  we  went  to  worship  in  the  temples  there,  we  passed 
a  great  crowd  of  people  who  were  listening  to  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  a  missionary.  I  was  in  a  palanquin  attended  only 
by  my  servants,  to  whom  I  said,  ‘  This  man  has  God’s 
wusdom  and  is  teaching  it  to  these  people.  If  we  pass  on 
and  do  not  listen,  we  shall  be  committing  a  great  sin,  for 
which  we  shall  be  severely  punished.’  ‘And  what  did 
you  learn  ?’  I  asked.  ‘  All  that  you  have  taught  me  about 
Jesus  Christ,’  she  replied,  ‘  and  which  I  have  read  in  this 
book,’  laying  her  hand  on  the  Bible.  Thus  is  the  seed  being 
sown  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  India,  and 
God  has  said,  ‘It  shall  not  return  unto  me  void.’  ” 

The  most  hopeful  sign  of  progress  is  to  be  discerned  in  the 

Change  of  Public  Opinion 

as  regards  the  education  of  women.  Not  long  since,  a 
bigoted  Hindoo  father  said,  “  You  may  educate  my  sons, 
and  open  to  them  all  the  stores  of  knowledge,  but  my 
daughters  you  must  not  approach,  however  benevolent 
your  designs,  for  they  must  marry  at  an  age  when  your 
plans  of  education  could  scarcely  commence.  Their  ignor¬ 
ance  and  seclusion  are  essentially  necessary  to  the  honor 
of  my  family,  a  consideration  of  far  greater  moment  with  me 
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than  mental  culture.”  Now  we  learn  that  not  only  are 
schools  for  girls  sustained  by  native  men,  but  that  a  mag¬ 
istrate  in  Bombay  desired  to  engage  and  liberally  remune¬ 
rate  a  governess,  who  should  instruct  his  daughters  daily. 

A  native  gentleman  said  to  Miss  Hook,  “  Twenty  years 
ago  you  would  not  have  dared  to  enter  our  houses  ;  and 
now  our  old  habits  are  gradually  breaking  down,  and  we 
beg  you  to  come  and  give  instruction  to  our  women.”  She 
continues  :  “A  brother,  who  was  very  proud  of  his  sister, 
remarked  she  had  a  better  head  than  any  of  the  young  men 
in  college  with  him.  and  lamenting  loudly  the  custom  that 
shuts  up  women  like  birds  in  a  cage,  assured  me  there 
would  be  a  change,  if  the  old  men  would  submit  to  it.” 

Miss  Brittan  mentions,  with  great  emphasis,  the  change 
of  views  concerning  the  education  of  women,  which  has 
taken  place  since  her  first  identification  with  zenana-work. 
She  asserts,  “  When  I  came  to  Calcutta,  not  one  woman 
in  a  thousand  knew  a  letter,  and  now  you  can  scarcely 
enter  a  respectable  house  where,  at  least,  one  cannot  read. 
The  desire  for  knowledge  has  become  so  general,  that 
where  no  other  teacher  can  be  obtained,  the  women  insist 
on  the  boys  teaching  them  on  their  return  from  school.” 

Among  the  many  applications  Miss  Brittan  received  last 
year,  was  one  to  establish  a  school  for  girls  in  an  unexplored 
neighborhood.  A  Hindoo  gentleman  issued  the  following 
circular,  which  was  prefaced  by  this  quotation  from  the 
ancient  Shasters,  or  religious  books  of  India :  “  ‘  Daughters, , 
too,  are  to  be  .educated  with  great  care,  as  they  are  sup¬ 
ported  that  is  to  say,  as  the  duty  of  parents  is  to  bring 
up  and  teach  their  sons  with  great  effort,  it  is  necessary  1 
they  should  do  the  same  to  their  daughters.  For  the  sake  'l 
of  this  verse  of  Shaster,  I  appeal  to  men  who  are  nobk  ' 
in  thoughts,  enlightened  with  education,  for  a  girls’  schoo  : 
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which  has  been  established  by  the  assistance  of  Miss  Brit- 
tan.  Therefore  if  you,  men  of  honor,  showing  favor  to  me, 
send  your  own  daughters,  and  induce  your  neighbors  to 
do  the  same,  I  will  feel  that  my  bodily  labor  is  successful.” 

Another  native  gentleman  desiring  instruction  for  his 
wife,  says  of  her  :  “  Among  the  pupils  you  will  find  a  new 
face — that  of  a  mere  girl — for  so  I  must  call  her,  although, 
according  to  our  abominable  marriage  custom,  she  is  mar¬ 
ried.  Trained,  like  most  Indian  girls,  to  pass  the  days  when 
the  first  principles  of  morality  and  religion  may  be  sowed 
in  the  soft  clay  of  their  pure  hearts,  in  nonsense  and  de¬ 
basing  games,  she  is  opposed  to  education,  and  has  no 
fixed  principles  of  religion.  After  her  marriage,  I  began 
to  read  with  her,  and  think  much  may  be  obtained,  by 
softening  her  mild  heart  with  the  waters  of  encouragement. 
Please  inculcate  in  her,  if  you  can,  the  general  principles 
of  morality  and  religion.” 

If  mental  culture  were  all  that  heathen  fathers  and 
husbands  desired  for  them  daughters  and  wives,  we  could 
not  be  satisfied  of  the  success  of  a  spiritual  mission. 
Gladly,  therefore,  do  we  gather  incentives  for  faithful  labor 
in  the 

Curiosity  Concerning  tlie  Bible. 

Miss  Caddy  states  :  “  "When  I  first  taught  in  the  zenanas, 
those  in  which  the  Bible  was  read  were  exceptions  ;  now, 
those  in  which  it  is  not  read  are  the  exceptions,  and  yet  we 
never  give  one  unless  it  is  desired.  Sometimes  the  men 
ask  us  for  Bibles.  I  overheard  a  man’s  voice  saying  to 
one  of  my  scholars,  ‘  Mind  you  ask  the  lady  and  im¬ 
mediately  called  out,  ‘  Ask  me  what  ?’  After  a  little 
hesitation,  the  man  came  forward  and  said,  ‘  I  want  a  Bible  ; 
will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  lend  me  one.  I  wish  to  find  out 
for  myself  what  is  the  truth.’  ” 
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Miss  Hook  discovered,  among  other  books,  in  the  library 
of  a  native  gentleman,  an  English  Bible,  and  adds,  “  Curi¬ 
osity  induces  the  Balms  to  read  the  Bible  as  they  would 
any  book  they  hear  discussed,  for  wherever  there  is  a 
gathering  of  enlightened  men,  Christianity  is  the  common 
subject  of  conversation.  An  educated  man  said  to  me,  ‘  I 
often  compare  your  Bible  to  our  Shasters,  and  never  find 
that  we  have  commands,  teaching  that  certain  actions  are 
sin.’  ” 

Nor  do  we  feel  as  if  curiosity  to  discover  the  secret  of 
our  power  as  civilized  nations  was  the  only  motive  which 
induces  a  desire  to  study  the  inspired  pages.  Instances 
of  heart-emotion  lead  us  to  believe  the  women  in  com¬ 
fortless  homes  are  realizing  the 

Growth  of  a  New  and  Holy  Love. 

Miss  Caddy  writes  of  a  widow,  formerly  a  devout  Hindoo  : 
“  She  is  one  who  seems  to  be  naturally  religious,  but  who 
has  seen  the  absurdity  of  idolatry,  and  her  faith  in  it  is 
shaken.  She  drinks  in  evex-y  word  I  say,  and  tells  me  she 
now  prays  to  the  One  tine  God.  Her  eyes  often  fill  with 
tears,  when  she  hears  of  the  great  love  of  Jesus  to  man, 
and  of  His  crael  sufferings  and  death.  Once  she  brought 
me  the  ‘  Old,  old  Story,’  saying  :  ‘  I  read  this  over  every 
day,  and  love  it  very  much.’  On  my  asking  her  to  repeat 
what  she  had  read,  she  gave  the  story  minutely.  Her 
eyes  filled  with  tears  as  she  came  to  the  death  of  Jesus, 
when  she  stopped,  and  said  with  a  trembling  voice  :  ‘  Oh, 
I  cannot  tell  about  that,  it  is  so  sorrowful  ’  To  another 
pupil  I  was  giving  a  lesson  on  the  temptation  of  Christ, 
when  she  observed,  with  a  sigh  :  ‘So  Jesus  remained  with 
His  Mother  until  he  was  thirty,  and  after  that,  He  had 
no  home.’  ‘Does  not  that  show  His  great  love  for  us?’ 
I  asked.  ‘  Love !  ’  she  exclaimed,  looking  up  with  glowing 
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eyes,  as  if  the  word  did  not  half  express  it,  ‘who  ever 
heard  of  such  love.’  Presently  she  added:  ‘Our  religion 
is  very  bad ;  we  do  not  think  of  God  as  you  do  ;  we  do 
not  love,  but  fear  Him.’  ‘  But,’  said  I,  ‘  now  that  you 
have  a  better  religion  offered,  why  do  you  not  make  it 
your  own  ?  ’  Quite  distressed,  she  replied  :  ‘  I  do,  indeed 
I  do,  but  all  the  others  vdll  not  believe.’  Many  of  the 
women,  I  think,  when  in  trouble,  take  comfort  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion,  such  as  they  never  could  in  them  own.  One 
was  telling  me  of  the  great  sorrow  she  felt  concerning  her 
son,  and  said  :  ‘  All  the  comfort  I  have  left,  is  in  taking  it 
to  God  and  praying  for  him.  You  will  not  forget  to  pray 
for  me,’  or  as  it  is  in  Bengali,  ‘Make  Jesus  to  know  of 
him.’” 

Miss  Brittan  had  been  explaining  to  a  pupil,  whom  she 
believes  to  be  a  sincere  Christian,  the  nature  of  time 
faith,  as  illustrated  in  the  history  of  Abraham,  and  con¬ 
tinues  :  “  Our  lesson  was  a  long  one,  and  after  I  had  finish¬ 
ed,  I  opened  a  book  of  natural  history,  filled  with  colored 
illustrations,  which  the  women  all  enjoy,  and  said,  ‘Now, 
I  have  only  a  few  moments  to  tell  you  a  story.’  She  quick¬ 
ly  replied,  ‘  Not  that  book  to-day,  tell  me  of  this  again,’  and 
turned  to  the  account  of  Christ’s  birth  in  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament  which  she  had  read.  The  loving  mercy  of  God 
in  Christ  she  deeply  appreciates.” 

Miss  Pilcher  tells  us  :  “  Two  of  my  zenana-pupils  at¬ 
tended  Church  with  me,  which  was  a  wonderful  innova¬ 
tion  of  custom.  One  of  them,  I  am  encouraged  to  believe 
is  at  heart  a  Christian.  A  widow,  when  asked  why  Christ¬ 
mas  was  so  happy  a  day  to  Christians,  replied,  ‘  Because 
Jesus  came  to  free  us  from  Satan,  and  was  bom  to  die  for 
our  sins,’  and  added,  ‘How  good  of  Him!’  When  asked 
if  she  still  used  a  book  of  prayers,  she  answered,  ‘Oh, 
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no !  Whatever  is  in  my  mind  of  sorrow  and  trouble  I 
tell  Him.’  ” 

Miss  Brittan  assures  us  that,  although  the  nominal  ac¬ 
count  rendered  of  zenana-pupils  in  Calcutta  and  surround¬ 
ing  villages  was  eight  hundred,  the  actual  number  who  re¬ 
ceived  and  enjoyed  instruction  as  listeners,  was  nearer  eight 
thousand.  Similar  statements  might  be  made  of  the  work  in 
Allahabad,  a 

Station  Opened  Last  Tear. 

Miss  Wilson  has  recently  removed  from  Calcutta  to  this 
promising,  though  fresh  field  for  zenana-work,  and  writes 
thus  encouragingly  of  it  :  “  We  have  as  much  work  be¬ 
fore  us  as  we  could  accomplish.  I  have  thirty-seven  wo¬ 
men  under  instruction,  Miss  Bond  twenty-two,  and  one 
of  our  four  native  assistants  has  a  school  numbering  twenty- 
two  scholars.  We  find  a  larger  number  of  women  listen 
to  and  understand  our  instruction  intelligently,  than  we 
really  call  our  pupils.” 

Miss  Bond  adds  :  “  We  have  more  work  than  we  can  do, 
zenanas  open  so  rapidly  to  us,  and  every  day  wTe  have  fresh 
applications  to  teach.  Many  of  my  scholars  can  repeat 
the  stories  of  the  Old  Testament  saints,  and  of  Jesus  and 
His  love  to  us.  They  seem  to  understand  and  believe  that 
wre  cannot  be  saved  by  any  works  of  our  own,  and  that 
bowing  to  gods  of  wood  and  stone  is  a  farce.  One  scholar 
surprised  me  very  much  by  telling  me  many  things  that 
I  had  not  as  yet  instructed  her  in.  Upon  asking  where 
she  learned  them,  she  said  :  ‘  My  husband  asked  what  you 
taught  me,  and  when  I  told  him,  he  repeated  all  these  Bible 
stories.’  An  interesting  widow,  who  was  formerly  taught 
by  her  son,  now  reads  English,  Bengali  and  Hindi  well,  and 
can  tell  all  about  Jesus  Christ,  what  He  has  done  for  us, 
and,  I  feel,  believes  on  Him  as  the  only  One  who  can  save 
sinners.”

Miss  Brittan  gives  us  this  sketch  of  progress  of  the 
Work  in  Jeypore 

at  her  last  visit.  “  Our  school,  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Ock- 
elton,  has  grown  very  much,  there  being  160  girls  in  at¬ 
tendance.  She  has  trained  them  wonderfully  ;  not  a  whis¬ 
per  is  to  be  heard,  even  in  the  time  devoted  to  study.  The 
school  is  opened  and  closed  with  prayer,  and  as  we  examined 
the  pupils  in  reading,  spelling  and  some  higher  branches, 
we  were  greatly  gratified  with  their  improvement.  Mrs. 
Ockelton  also  has  a  Sabbath-school,  where  we  found  twenty- 
nine  women  were  present,  from  the  ages  of  twelve  to  forty, 
all  seeming  to  understand  thoroughly  the  26th  chapter 
of  Matthew,  which  was  the  lesson  for  the  day.  As  these 
scholars  walk  a  distance  of  between  two  and  four  miles,  in 
an  enervating  chmate,  we  feel  it  is  a  great  proof  of  their 
eagerness  to  learn.  After  an  extemporaneous  prayer,  all 
joined  in  repeating  audibly,  ‘Our  Father.’  The  Mahara¬ 
jah  who  supports  this  work  is  greatly  pleased  with  the 
progress  of  the  scholars.  He  also  permits  the  women  in 
the  prison  to  receive  daily  instruction  from  one  of  our  pupils, 
and  thus  is  in  advance  of  the  rulers  in  Calcutta,  who  forbid 
it.” 

Hopeful  and  attractive  as  is  the  zenana  mission  in  India, 
our  hearts  do  not  beat  less  warmly  for  other  lands,  where 
woman  is  sunk  in  the  social  scale  and  plunged  in  misery. 
Miss  Higby,  who  is  laboring  in  Burmah,  gives  us  some  in¬ 
cidents  of  her  visits  to 


Karen  Tillages, 
where,  by  mingling  in  the  daily  life  with  the  natives,  she 
hoped  to  overcome  more  readily  the  difficulties  of  a  for¬ 
eign  tongue.  She  writes,  “  A  Bible-woman  of  surprising 
otact  and  delicacy  of  feeling,  accompanied  us,  and  when  we 
reached  a  village  which  ‘  the  white  teachers  ’  had  not  as  yet 
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visited,  she  wisely  tried  to  interest  the  natives  by  first  satis¬ 
fying  then-  curiosity.  The  greatest  wonder  ‘  was  why  we  had 
come  there,”  and  when  told  we  had  left  our  home  in  Amer¬ 
ica  to  show  them  the  way  of  truth,  they  would  gather  about 
us  saying,  ‘  What  shall  we  not  learn,  when  you  have  cross¬ 
ed  the  ocean  to  teach  us.  ’  No  stronger  argument  for  our 
cause  could  be  used,  for  clinging  to  their  own  children  most 
tenderly,  nothing  touches  their  hearts  so  quickly  as  to  hear 
of  a  separation  from  our  parents  for  their  benefit  and  in¬ 
struction.  They  would  almost  take  us  in  their  arms  in 
them  earnestness  and  sympathy,  and  then  the  Bible-woman 
would  say,  ‘  Listen  and  we  will  show  you  how  to  worship 
the  true  God.’  In  this  village  not  one  could  read,  but 
they  listened  attentively  to  our  instruction,  asked  questions 
about  our  religion,  and  often  said,  ‘  It  is  good,  it  is  better 
than  our  way.’  One  woman  who  had  recently  become  blind 
said,  as  she  took  my  hand,  the  tears  streaming  over  her  face, 

‘  I  have  never  prayed  before  ;  I  shall  pray  now,  the  whole 
day  long.’  As  we  left,  men,  women  and  children  followed 
us  to  the  shore,  calling  to  us  with  outstretched  arms  and 
tearful  eyes  to  remain  and  teach  them.  We  could  only 
promise  to  return,  and  as  we  faded  from  them  in  the  twilight, 
our  Christian  girls,  who  row  our  boats,  sang  with  one  im¬ 
pulse,  .  ‘  Say  brothers,  will  you  meet  us,  where  parting  is  no 
more  ?’ 

“  At  another  time,  I  went  with  a  young  Bible-reader  who 
was  anxious  to  read  the  word  of  God  to  her  relatives,  and 
speak  to  them  of  Jesus.  She  is  timid,  not  having  studied 
with  us  as  have  many  of  the  young  women,  and  therefore 
needs  more  my  encouragement  and  assistance.  In  one 
large  village,  constructed  better  than  any  I  have  seen,  we 
remained  until  dark,  talking,  reading  and  singing  of  our 
holy  religion.  The  people  said  ‘  Let  the  teacher  visit  us 
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often,  we  cannot  decide  all  at  once,’  but  the  head-man  add¬ 
ed,  ‘Come  and  stay  hi  my  house  to  teach  us,  and  we 
will  believe.’  Our  visits  are  as  wedges,  and  the  influences 
brought  to  bear  upon  them  are  blows,  the  result  of 
which,  we  must  await  with  patience. 

“  One  Sabbath  we  spent  in.  a  pleasant  chapel,  with  a 
congregation  of  those  who  love  Jesus.  They  also  met  for 
prayer  before  sunrise,  and  often  I  was  waked  from  my 
morning  sleep  by  some  sweet  but  distant  strain  of  music, 
the  refrain  of  similar  hymns  sung  by  our  happy  children  in 
America. 

“  Recently  Miss  Le  Fevre  has  left  us,  in  response  to  a 
personal  appeal  from  Mrs.  Haswell,  who  thus  secures  an 
assistant  for  her  daughter’s  school  in  Maulmain,  Burmah. 
Miss  Haswell  encourages  us  by  writing  that :  ‘  Burmese 
women  occupy  a  respected  position  in  society,  and  the  pre¬ 
judice  which  formerly  existed  against  female  education,  is 
fast  dying  out.  In  the  past  two  years,  many  day-schools 
for  girls  have  been  opened  in  this  city  by  heathen  teachers, 
and  although  the  instruction  is  limited,  this  is  a  great  ad¬ 
vance.  There  are  forty-two  pupils  in  my  school,  more  than 
hah  of  whom  are  from  heathen  families,  but  that  the  re¬ 
ligious  interest  is  no  wise  lessened,  may  be  noticed  by 
several  of  them  having  professed  Christianity.’  ” 

The  missionaries  who  were  sent  a  year  ago  to  represent 
us  in  a 

Chinese  City, 

reached  Peking,  April  16th,  where  their  principal  work 
has  been  to  master  the  difficulties  of  the  language.  Of 
this.  Miss  Douw  writes :  “  I  am  more  and  more  con¬ 
vinced  that  missionaries  should  not  be  urged  to  begin  their 
mission  work  until  they  can  efficiently  use  then  tools,  and 
those  tools  are  the  language.  An  experienced  missionary

remarked,  as  a  rule,  tliat  those  laborers  who  had  been  most 
successful,  had  taken  time  to  study  at  first.  The  multiplicity 
of  cares  prevent  attention  to  it  afterwards,  and  an  imperfect 
knowledge  much  impairs  usefulness.”  To  facilitate  this 
object  and  to  learn  the  methods  of  sustaining  a  Chinese 
school,  Miss  Douw  has  undertaken  for  a  few  months  to 
supply  the  place  of  an  English  missionary,  whose  declining 
health  necessitated  a  return  to  her  native  land. 

Mrs.  Bonney  mentions  hopefully  an  evidence  of  mission 
effort  thus :  “  One  evening  a  servant  attended  our  family 
worship,  and  as  we  knelt  in  prayer,  feeling  that  one  was 
present  who  could  not  understand,  I  concluded  by  repeat¬ 
ing  for  the  first  time  the  ‘Lord’s  prayer ’  in  the  Peking 
colloquial.  The  woman  afterwards  asked  me  to  teach  her 
that  prayer,  and  since  then,  regularly  joins  us  in  our  devo¬ 
tions.  I  instruct  her  daily,  and  let  her  take  part  of  my 
study  hours,  to  read  the  Bible  with  my  teacher.  She  did 
not  know  a  single  character  when  she  came  to  me,  but  is 
bright,  and  anxious  to  leam.  October  24th  she  was  bap¬ 
tized,  and  I  hope  to  have  the  happiness  of  having  her  unite 
with  us  next  Sabbath,  at  the  Lord’s  table.  Ood  seems  to 
be  giving  us  just  what  we  most  need  for  our  *  Home  ’ — a 
native  Christian  woman,  and  I  trust  with  His  blessing,  in 
time  she  will  make  a  most  efficient  Bible-reader.” 

In  addition  to  the 

Schools  for  Girls, 

conducted  solely  under  the  auspices  of  our  missionaries, 
ten,  in  various  denominations,  have  solicited  aid  from  our 
contributions.  One  of  these,  assisted  during  the  year,  is 
an  independent  school  in  Beyrut,  Syria,  commenced  by  Miss 
Taylor,  a  Scotch  lady,  who  lived  in  the  Moslem  part  of  the 
city.  “  She  daily  saw  some  wild,  half-grown  girls  running 
about  ragged  and  dirty,  and  thoagh  often  insulted  by  them, 
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felt  it  was  important  to  establish  a  school  among  them. 
The  number  of  scholars  soon  increased  from  fifteen  to  fifty, 
who  readily  mastered  the  alphabet,  and  learned  to  sing 
hymns.  When  the  windows  of  the  school  are  open,  the 
singing  can  be  heard  at  a  distance,  and  soon  the  mothers 
and  grand-mothers  of  the  children  come  with  quick  steps 
to  hsten  and  remain  until  the  devotions  are  finished.  Miss 
Taylor  hearing  a  httle  ragged  boy  singing  one  of  the  hymns 
she  had  taught,  asked  where  he  had  learned  it,  and  received 
for  an  answer,  ‘at  the  windows  of  your  school.’”  Early  in 
the  history  of  the  school,  Miss  Taylor  tells  us,  “I  took  the 
Bible  with  me,  feeling  I  must  begin  to  teach  as  I  had  in¬ 
tended,  and  read  the  first  of  Genesis.  All  were  interested 
to  hear  how  God  created  the  world,  and  encouraged  by 
this,  I  turned  to  the  sixth  of  Matthew,  and  said  to  the 
mothers  present,  ‘I  wish  to  teach  your  children  a  httle 
prayer,  but  will  first  read  it  to  them.’  A  few  questions 
were  asked,  when  they  all  agreed  it  was  very  good.  From 
that  day  to  this,  it  is  repeated  morning  and  evening,  and  a 
portion  of  Scripture  is  daily  explained.  The  children  often 
repeat  Psalms  51st  and  90th,  when  them  friends  visit  the 
school.” 

We  have  also  recently  taken  charge  of  a  school  in  Smyrna, 
which  is  superintended  by  two  Armenian  Christians,  who 
have  been  employed  by  us  as  Bible-readers.  They  tell  us 
“  the  school  was  the  outgrowth  of  our  Bible-reading  ;  in 
fact,  one  is  the  complement  of  the  other,  for  where  we 
.  Degin  with  the  mothers,  we  can  act  directly  on  the  children. 
The  school  was  commenced  with  three  pupils,  but  its  speedy 
md  steady  increase  to  fifty  astonished  us,  and  rebuked  our 
veak  faith.  “  In  the  face  of  much  opposition,  yea  even  perse- 
ution,  children  are  being  sent  to  us,  because  as  the  parents 
estify,  ‘  of  the  kind  care  and  the  salutary  moral  influence  you 
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exert.  This  school  is  certainly  spreading  Gospel  truths 
among  us;  our  children  instead  of  idling  about  the  streets, 
now  spend  their  time,  when  engaged  with  duties  at  home, 
in  singing  new  and  beautiful  hymns,  or  repeating  favorite 
passages  of  Scripture.1  ” 

These  teachers  add  :  “  Oriental  music  is  characterized 
by  a  wailing,  monotonous  tone ;  hence  the  peculiar 
charm  of  our  joyous  and  expressive  Sunday-school  hymns. 
One  little  incident  growing  out  of  the  singing  was 
quite  affecting  to  us.  Two  of  our  children  are  fond 
of  meeting  in  the  street  and  singing  together  what  we 
have  taught  them,  especially  their  favorite,  ‘Come  to 
Jesus,  come  now.’  Opposite  their  humble  homes  is  a  shop 
filled  with  busy,  but  wild  young  workmen.  To  the  great 
astonishment  of  the  neighbors  these  same  coarse,  heedless 
workmen,  in  a  day  or  two  commenced  singing  most  heartily 
the  same  air  and  words.  Although  many  greeted  this  un¬ 
wonted  sound  with  a  smile,  yet  we  exclaimed,  ‘  The  wonder¬ 
ful  working  of  God !’  As  the  coral  insect,  though  the  most 
insignificant  of  created  beings,  rears  its  formidable  rocky 
structures,  so  those  little  ones,  singing  with  light  hearts, 
taught  the  precious  message,  ‘  Come  to  Jesus,’  to  those 
illiterate  men,  whom  it  seemed  useless  for  the  wisest  to  ap¬ 
proach.  A  few  days  later  this  company  of  workmen  passed  < 
some  holiday  hours  in  a  coffee-shop,  when  an  altercation 
arising,  the  proprietor  was  killed,  and  these  young  appren¬ 
tices  were  immediately  imprisoned.  The  voice  of  them  sing¬ 
ing  is  hushed,  but  may  not  these  poor  fellows  be  thinking 
in  those  dismal  dungeons  where  they  await  their  sentence,  i 
‘  those  sweet  sounds  we  caught  were  angel  voices  sent  from  I 
God,  inviting  and  beseeching  us  to  repent  ere  it  be  too  late.’  ”  I 


And  thus  closes  the  record  of  another  year.  If  it  in- 
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spires  us  not  to  fresh  consecration  in  the  cause  for  which 
Jesus  relinquished  heaven,  where  shall  lie  the  responsibility  ? 
One  of  our  representatives,  on  being  asked  if  mission  work 
seemed  more  important  as  viewed  on  heathen  ground,  than 
it  did  at  home,  answers:  “  Then  I  felt  it  a  duty  that  we  who 
have  freely  received,  should  give  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
to  those  who  were  in  ignorance,  wThether  they  would  accept 
it  or  not ;  but  when  I  find  they  are  seeking  for  it,  and  in 
many  cases  pleading  touchingly  for  it,  I  feel  that  those  who 
deny  it  to  them,  are  taking  upon  themselves  a  fearful  re¬ 
sponsibility.” 

Miss  Brittan  adds :  “  Oh !  if  I  had  a  trumpet  voice,  to  cry 
out  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  land,  and  arouse 
those  who  are  wasting  their  tune  in  idle  frivolities,  to  the 
great  and  glorious  work  that  is  to  be  done  here,  and  which 
even  now  awaits  them.  Everywhere  you  can  hear  the  cry, 
‘  Now  you  have  reached  the  right  end  of  the  work,  for  our 
only  hope  is  with  the  women.’  What  an  immense  field  of 
labor  is  opening  to  those  who  are  crying  out  for  something 
to  do!” 

A  distinguished  English  divine  asserts,  “  Human  so¬ 
ciety  has  risen  or  fallen  in  its  moral  tone  as  female  influ¬ 
ence  has  prevailed.  The  position  of  woman  in  the  social 
system,  as  assigned  her  by  God,  is  one  of  marvellous  sig¬ 
nificance.  The  influence  she  has  already  exerted  upon  the 
universe  for  weal  and  for  woe,  has  told  tremendously,  is 
telling  now,  and  will  tell  through  countless  ages.  It  is  a 
remarkable  fact,  that  in  lands  where  ignorance  has  veiled 
or  superstition  has  enchained  the  human  mind,  woman  has 
been  the  most  depressed  and  degraded  being.  As  if  con¬ 
vinced  of  her  mighty,  magic,  and  almost  creative  power  as 
an  elevating,  regenerating  agent,  it  has  been  the  aim  and 
policy  of  the  god  of  this  world  to  lessen  her  dignity,  destroy 
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her  influence,  and  degrade  her  to  the  condition  of  man’s 
abject  trembling  slave.  Who  can  think  of  a  mother’s  death¬ 
less  love,  of  a  sister’s  soothing  sympathy,  of  a  wife’s  sacred 
tenderness,  and  then  contemplate  the  life  of  servitude  and 
sorrow  of  millions  of  the  sex,  without  the  deepest  emotion, 
and  prayerful  desire  to  aid  in  its  amelioration.” 

We  often  read  with  astonishment  of  the  powerful  influence 
Rome  wields  by  means  of  women,  thousands  of  whom  as 
“  Sisters  of  Charity  ”  flood  the  East,  and  commend  their 
form  of  religion  by  their  sympathetic  aid.  Shall  the  women 
of  Protestant  Christianity,  unfettered  by  the  trammels  of 
superstition,  indolently  leave  these  clahns  to  be  discharged 
by  a  church  in  error,  while  no  act  of  sacrifice  and  self-ab¬ 
negation  marks  their  zeal  for  the  cause  which  cost  our 
Redeemer  a  life  ?  The  day  is  far  spent.  It  is  full  time  to 
arouse  from  that  lethargy  to  spiritual  things,  often  induced 
by  the  prosperity  following  in  the  train  of  a  free  Christian¬ 
ity,  to  cherish  the  missionary  spirit,  to  cultivate  “  that  pure 
joy  of  giving  which  transmutes  wealth  from  dust  into  pure 
gold,  and  prevents  these  possessions,  which  are  such  good 
servants,  from  becoming  our  masters,  and  reducing  us  into 
mere  slaves  and  hired  guardians  of  things.” 

Goulburn  gives  us  this  rule  for  action  :  “  Let  a  portion 
of  our  substance  be  regarded  as  a  sacred  treasury,  not  to  be 
invaded  by  our  own  necessities,  much  less  by  our  self-indulg¬ 
ence  and  love  of  luxury.  The  offerings  made  to  God  out  of 
this  treasury,  if  made  with  faith  in  His  name,  are  repre¬ 
sented  in  Holy  Scripture  as  memorials  of  us  in  heaven.  Do 
you  desire  that  your  name  should  be  known  there,  should 
be  whispered  and  carried  upward  by  angels,  should  be 
graven  on  the  heart  of  our  great  High  Priest?  Multiply 
acts  of  faith  and  love,  and  these  acts  shall  keep  alive  the 
remembrance  of  you  in  the  Heavenly  Court,  where  no  re¬ 
membrance  is  without  a  requital.” 
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To  those  who  have  aided  us  in  our  service  of  love,  we 
would  remind  them,  in  the  words  of  another,  that  “  life  is 
for  labor,  death  for  rest,  eternity  for  reward.  Faint  not. 
There  is  an  eye  above  seeing  every  hope,  every  thought, 
every  effort.  It  is  the  eye  of  the  tender  and  unwearying 
Laborer  for  the  world’s  redemption.  Men  honor  success  ; 
Jesus  honors  intention.  His  approbation  is  the  life’s  end 
of  angels  and  saints.  Therefore  toil  on,”  “for  as  much 
as  ye  know  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.”

in  the  South  Reformed  Church,  (Rev.  Dr.  Rogers’;)  Ne-' 
York. 

Rev.  Dr.  Rogers  read  extracts  from  the  report,  presen 
ing  vivid  sketches  of  the  degradation  of  woman  in  the  coui 
tries  reached  by  this  Society,  which  was  the  first  Woman  ' 
organization  to  send  out  single  ladies  to  labor  among  tl  1 
women  of  heathen  countries.  In  India  alone,  there  are  80, 0( 
widows  between  the  ages  of  sis  and  sixteen,  who,  by  the  cr 
toms  of  their  society,  are  in  the  most  deplorable  social  co  • 1 
dition.  While  formerly  the  rich  merchants  would  not  allc ' 6 
their  wives  and  daughters  to  be  taught,  since  they  have  se< . S( 
the  success  of  the  lathes  of  the  Society  in  Calcutta  and  in  oth  • 
cities,  they  are  now  eager  to  secure  them  as  teachers.  Miss!  01 
G.  Brittan,  the  first  missionary  of  the  Society  in  Calcutta,  h  f 
inaugurated  a  work  in  that  city,  that  is  one  of  the  most  wc 
derful  of  modern  missionary  efforts.  When  she  commenc 
her  labors  there,  not  one  woman  in  a  thousand  in  that  c 
knew  a  letter  ;  now  there  is  not  a  respectable  house  win 
there  is  not  one  who  cannot  read  ;  and  the  zenanas  (or  \ 
ens’  apartments),  in  which  the  Bible  is  not  read,  are  exci 
tions. 

The  receipts  of  the  Society,  which  is  a  union  of  lao  ■' 
of  different  denominations,  whose  officers  are  unsalari

The  venerable  Dr .  Tyng  made  the  opening  address,  wl 
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was  full  of  his  characteristic  fire  and  energy  and  of  testi¬ 
monies  to  his  high  appreciation  of  woman’s  help  in  Chris¬ 
tian  work.  He  strongly  commended  the  peculiar  work  of 
“  this  lovely  and  living  association  ”  of  ladies  engaged  in 
practical,  Christian  union,  to  the  liberality  of  their  fathers, 
husbands,  and  brothers. 

He  was  followed  by  C.  C.  Coffin,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  the 
widely-known  “  Carleton  ”  of  the  Boston  Jo  urnal,  and  the  cele¬ 
brated  traveler  around  the  world.  He  pictured  the  condition 
of  women  in  the  Mohammedan  and  Pagan  countries  of  the 

1  Orient,  as  it  had  come  under  his  observation,  and  described 
,  his  personal  experience  of  the  labors  of  the  ladies  of  this 
E  Society,  as  he  had  witnessed  them  in  Calcutta  and  other 
,  cities,  which  he  said  was  the  sweetest  exhibition  he  had  ever 

2  seen  of  practical,  Christian  union.  Though  they  belonged 
t  to  several  different  denominations,  they  labored  harmoni- 
u  ously  for  their  heathen  sisters,  all  absorbed  in  the  one  great 

!  question,  How  to  save  the  lost  ;  and,  in  his  view,  the  Wo¬ 
man’s  Mission  was  quietly  and  effectually  solving  the  great 
problem  of  public  interest, — How  Christian  union  can  he  se- 
■  cured.  After  seeing  them  severe  labors  in  that  enervating 
climate  {where  the  thermometer  stood  at  95°  at  night,  and 
r  at  100°  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning,)  it  gave  him  the 
v  greatest  pleasure  to  testify  to  their  faithfulness.  They  were 
doing  a  work  that  man  could  never  do  among  the  350,000,- 
■  000  of  females  in  the  East  ;  who,  by  then  customs,  were 
secluded  from  the  men.  But  then  labors  were  destined  to 

.. 

i;  work  a  revolution  that  would  open  those  homes  to  the  light 
of  the  Gospel  and  civilization. 

J  Rev.  Dr.  John  Hall  made  the  closing  speech,  congratu. 
s dating  the  Christian  ladies  on  the  numbers  gathered  to  hear 
the  results  of  this  work,  which  is  one  of  the  most  useful  of 
;|jthe  Christian  agencies  in  the  Eastern  world.  He  paid  a 
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high  compliment  to  “Carleton,”  who,  unlike  too  many  for 
eign  travelers,  had  acknowledged  the  powerful  influence  of 
foreign  missions,  and  allowed  us  to  look  through  the  eyes 
and  hear  the  voice  of  an  earnest  Christian,  as  he  told  us 
what  he  had  witnessed  in  those  distant  lands.  He  com¬ 
mended  the  work  of  those  Christian  women  who  were  en¬ 
deavoring  to  lift  their  sisters  out  of  their  deep,  physical,  mor" 
al,  and  spiritual  degradation,  and  encouraged  them  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  work  which  they  above  all  others  could  do  so  suc¬ 
cessfully.  The  Clmstian  ladies  of  America  wield  the  power 
to  exert  a  mighty  influence  for  Christ  at  home,  and  in  the 
distant  parts  of  the  earth,  and  they  should  never  commit 
that  power  to  others.  W. 

HINTS  FOR  WORK.

Church  Missionary  Associations,  Sabbath-schools,  Youn  g 
Ladies’  Seminaries  and  Sewing  Circles,  are  earnestly  in¬ 
vited  to  co-operate  with  the  “Woman’s  Mission”  in  its  en¬ 
deavor  to  send  the  Word  of  God  to  heathen  women,  who 
are  beyond  the  reach  of  any  rehgious  influence,  save  that 
which  comes  to  them  through  the  hearts  and  hands  of 
Christian  women.

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COLLECTORS. 

The  important  feature  in  the  work  is  its  union  element, 
which  thus  far  has  been  sustained  with  perfect  harmony. 

Ladies  of  all  evangelical  denominations  are  urged  to  be¬ 
come  coilectoks  for  this  Society.  The  amount  to  be  annu¬ 
ally  pledged  is  but  $20 — a  sum  which  is  within  the  reach 
of  almost  every  one  who  has  even  a  small  circle  of  friends. 
The  names  and  personal  influence  of  every  lady  may  prove 
of  much  value. 


MISSION  BANDS. 

We  would  suggest  that  a  Mission  Band  might  be  formed 
in  almost  any  church,  day  or  Sabbath-school,  or  neighbor¬ 
hood,  if  but  one  lady  would  initiate  the  movement. 

An  opportunity  is  thus  afforded  to  many  who  have  time 
and  gifts  which  have  been  consecrated  to  the  Saviour,  to 
make  them  directly  useful,  by  seeking  to  lead  the  young  to 
works  of  faith  and  prayer. 

The  peculiar  adaptiveness  of  our  work  for  the  young, 
cannot  fail  to  strike  every  observer.  Stated  meetings  are 
advisable,  their  frequency  being  regulated  as  circumstances 
render  it  most  expedient.  Their  interest  can  be  sustained 
in  various  ways.  The  most  important  thing  is  to  render 
the  subject  of  foreign  missions  attractive,  at  the  same  time 
enforcing  plainly  the  duty  which  rests  upon  Christians,  to 

(give  the  Gospel  to  others.  Much  of  this  interest  may  be 
imparted  by  those  who  are  at  the  head  of  the  Band,  and 
who  may  find  ample  material  in  the  details  of  missionary 
labor,  in  public  print.  Young  ladies  may  often  combine 
some  home  object,  with  a  Mission  Band.  The  contribu¬ 
tions  may  be  given  to  our  cause  at  the  same  tune  that 
work  for  a  local  charity  can  be  accomplished  ;  thus  cement¬ 
ing  a  double  interest  at  home  and  abroad. 
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RULES  FOR  FORMING  MISSION  BANDS. 

1.  An  association  of  young  ladies  banded  together  to  aid  the  “Woman’s 
Union  Missionary  Society,”  shall  be  called  a  “  Mission  Band.” 

2.  Each  Band  shall  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  not  less  than  $20  a 
year. 

3.  A  child  may  become  a  Mincer  of  a  Mission  band  by  the  annual  pay¬ 
ment  of  twenty-five  cents.  Parents  or  other  adults  may  become  Honorary 
Members  by  the  annual  payment  of  fifty  cents. 

4.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  membership  provided 
by  this  Society. 

5.  A  Mission  Band  may  be  formed  by  four  or  six  young  ladies  or  children 
acting  as  collectors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  obtain  the  names  of  members, 
return  them  certificates  of  membership  properly  filled  out,  and  also  to  make 
yearly  collections  as  they  become  due. 

6.  Each  Mission  Band  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  some  lady  in  the 
same  church  where  it  is  formed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  watch  over  and 
direct  the  labors  of  the  collectors,  see  that  their  payments  are  duly  made  to 
the  general  Treasurer,  and  in  every  way  encourage  their  efforts. 

7.  Each  Mission  Band  may  have  the  privilege  of  specifying  in  what  par¬ 
ticular  field,  occupied  by  the  Parent  Society,  they  wish  their  money  to  be 
expended. 

8.  Each  Mission  Band  must  select  an  appropriate  name,  not  already  in 
use,  that  no  confusion  may  arise  in  the  acknowledgement  of  money.

The  Animal  Meeting  of  the  Albany  Branch  of  the  Wom¬ 
an’s  Union  Miss.  Society,  was  held  in  the  lecture-room  of 
the  First  Reformed  Church  (Dr.  Clark’s)  on  the  last  Tues¬ 
day  of  October,  1869,  and  was  attended  by  several  hun¬ 
dred  ladies  from  the  various  churches  of  the  city 

The  opening  prayer  was  made  by  Airs.  R.  L.  Wyckoff  of 
Brooklyn,  a  Vice-President  of  the  parent  Society,  and  one 
of  its  original  founders. 

The  President  selected  the  35th  chap.  Isaiah,  which  is 
headed — “  The  joyful  flourishing  of  Christ’s  kingdom,”  say- 

Iing,  “  I  hope  this  word  of  the  Lord  to  us  to-day  will  be  as 
a  bugle  strain  of  inspiration,  a  glad  voice  of  triumph, 
which  will  sound  the  key-note  of  this  meeting,  thrilling  us 
with  an  enthusiasm  based  upon  the  certainty  of  success. 
The  Lord  hath  spoken.  He  hath  said  it.  It  will  surely 
come  to  pass.” 

Various  verses  were  emphasized  and  illustrated,  espe¬ 
cially  the  6th.  “  The  ministry  of  woman  seems  appropri- 
:  ately  symbolized  by  streams  of  water ;  not  a  rushing, 

.  mighty  river,  but  fertilizing  streams  that,  in  then  gentle 
course,  give  life  and  beauty  and  brightness.  Some,  fol¬ 
lowing  then  appointed  track,  wander  far  and  refresh  thou¬ 
sands  ;  while  most  are  but  as  rivulets,  as  springs  of  water. 
Who  shall  undervalue  then  blessed  ministrations  ?  Who 
shall  not  thank  God  that  it  is  given  unto  them  to  be  a  joy, 
a  refreshment,  a  life-imparting,  a  life- quickening  influence, 
even  contributing  to  the  generous  clouds  that  water  the 
wide  earth  ?  Let  us  all  seek  to  keep  the  waters  clear  and 
free,  unchecked  by  thorns  and  briers,  unpolluted,  undefiled, 
showing,  in  their  crystal  purity  and  sweetness,  that  they 
belong  to  that  ‘  river,  the  streams  whereof  shall  make  glad 
the  city  of  our  God.’  ” 
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It  was  mentioned  that,  “  at  the  meeting  held  one  year 
ago  in  this  place,  many  first  learned  of  the  existence 
of  the  Society,  who  are  now  interested  contributors.  This 
first  meeting  was  the  means,  under  Providence,  of  direct¬ 
ing  the  attention  of  two  of  those  ladies  of  our  city  towards 
this  organization,  as  one  under  which  they  might  devote 
already  consecrated  lives,  to  mission  work.  Their  prompt 
acceptance  by  the  Board,  and  equally  prompt  preparation, 
enabled  them  to  sail  with  Mrs.  Bonney  from  New  York  on 
the  9th  January,  18G9. 

“  They  arrived  on  the  11th  of  March  at  Shanghai,  where 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson  made  their  stay  delightful,  in  addition 
to  the  kindness  of  many  American  friends  and  of  mission¬ 
aries  representing  several  different  organizations.  They 
were  especially  interested  in  the  monthly  meeting  of  mis¬ 
sionaries,  where  they  heard,  for  the  first  time,  the  mis¬ 
sion-work  discussed  on  mission  ground. 

“  On  reaching  Peking,  they  were  kindly  entertained  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wells  Williams,  until  their  own  house  was 
read}'  for  them. 

“  The  buildings  secured  for  them  are  surrounded  by  a 
thick,  stone  wall,  4  feet  wide  and  12  feet  high,  with  a 
single  entrance.  In  this  enclosure,  separate  buildings  ac¬ 
commodate  the  household,  and,  in  the  centre,  a  court-yard 
with  trees,  flowers  and  vines  render  it  attractive,  while  safe 
from  intruders. 

“  Peking  is  very  hot  in  summer,  being  on  a  plain  sur¬ 
rounded  by  hills.  The  mission-house  is  fortunately  near 
the  wall  which  separates  the  Chinese  from  the  Tartar  city. 
This  affords  their  only  promenade.  An  inclined  plane 
leads  to  the  top  of  the  wall,  which  is  sixty  feet  high  and  50 
wide.  Distant  hills  break  the  horizon,  while  the  city  itself 
looks  pleasant  with  its  tiled  roofs  peeping  from  among  its 
numerous  trees. 
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“  All  the  time  and  energies  of  the  missionaries  are  now 
directed  to  the  study  of  the  language,  the  difficulties  of 
which  we  can  scarcely  comprehend.  Besides  other  pe¬ 
culiarities,  there  are  four  tones  which  an  unpractised  ear 
can  scarcely  recognize.  For  instance,  picig,  in  the  upper, 
even  tone,  means  ice  ;  the  questioning  tone  converts  it  into 
hot  cakes.  The  two  other  tones  as  completely  change  its 
meaning.  Instead  of  twenty-four  letters,  as  in  the  English 
alphabet,  there  are  two  hundred  and  fourteen,  which  must 
be  learned  before  the  dictionary  is  of  service.  The  use  of 
the  Romanized  colloquial  is  said  to  be  of  great  service 
to  those  who  would  act  directly  upon  the  natives. 

“  The  marriage  of  one  of  our  missionaries  to  a  Christian 
gentleman  of  position  in  Japan  (Vice-Consul  from  Hol¬ 
land)  will  remove  her  from  her  proposed  field  of  labor  to 
one  where  she  will,  doubtless,  find  abundant  opportun¬ 
ities  of  service  in  a  cause  to  which  she  has  consecrated 
her  life.  The  noble  and  liberal  spirit  manifested  by  Air.  K., 
and  his  expressions  of  interest  in-  our  Society,  cause  us  to 
feel  that  our  loss  is  more  than  made  good  in  him.” 

The  annual  choice  of  officers  resulted  in  the  re-election 
of  those  in  office,  with  the  addition  of  Airs.  Samuel  Pruyn 
as  Vice-President  ;  Airs.  Elmendorf,  was  made  2d  Vice-Pres¬ 
ident,  and  All’s.  Howard  Townsend,  Secretary. 

The  promptitude  with  which  the  business  was  transacted 
left  ample  time  for  the  deeply  interesting  statements  of 
l  Aliss  Brittan,  with  whose  noble  work  the  readers  of  the  Aliss. 
Line:  are  familiar.  This  lady  awakened  great  interest,  not 
only  upon  this  occasion,  but  in  her  varied  intercourse  with 
the  members  who  sought  information  from  her  during  her 
stay  in  Albany.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  and  encourage¬ 
ment  to  listen  to  her,  and  to  feel  that  the  work  of  the  So- 
■  ciety  was  entrusted  to  such  able  and  devoted  hands.

REPORT  OF  ELIZABETH  BRANCH. 


Animal  Report  of  tlie  Elizabeth  Branch. 

At  the  close  of  another  year  the  Elizabeth  Branch  of  the 
Woman’s  Union  Missionary  Society  sends  a  report,  encour¬ 
aging  and  cheerful.  God  has  blessed  our  efforts,  and 
added  interest  and  numbers  to  our  meetings.  The  field  is 
so  large,  and  already  white  for  the  harvest,  and  the  labor¬ 
ers  so  few,  that  it  is  necessary  that  “  we  should  do  with  our 
might  whatever  om*  hands  find  to  do,  ”  “  knowing  that  the 
tune  is  short.”

These  gen¬ 
tlemen  made  us  interesting  and  eloquent  addresses,  bid¬ 
ding  us  God-speed,  urging  us  to  continue  it  with  a  con¬ 
stantly  renewed  zeal,  and  impressing  upon  us  the  neces¬ 
sity  and  importance  of  the  work.  We  owe  them  many 
thanks  for  their  words  of  encouragement,  and  for  the 
information  they  have  given  us  regarding  the  missionary 
field,  and  the  peculiar  trials  and  joys  of  missionary  life. 

At  our  last  meeting  we  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming 
dear  Miss  Brittan  to  our  city.  St.  John’s  Chapel  was 
crowded  with  ladies  and  gentlemen,  eager  to  listen  to  her 
account  of  the  Zenana  work.  For  more  than  an  hour  she 
held  us  spell-bound  with  her  word-pictures  of  female  life  in 
Lidia. 

That  the  blessed  Saviour  would  smile  on  all  our  efforts 
“to  help  those  women”  and  grant  that,  better  than  we 
love  ourselves,  we  may  love  our  sex,  and  labor  for  their  ed¬ 
ucation  and  conversion  to  Him,  is  om’  constant  prayer.

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First  Ann.  Report  of  W.  U.  M.  S.  Wilmington,  Del. 

Wilmington,  June  ls£,  1857. 

The  infant  years  of  tlie  most  eventful  life  afford  little 
material  for  biography.  Our  Society,  which  has  now  only 
completed  its  first  year,  has  a  very  brief  history  to  tell  ; 
but  if,  by  God’s  blessing,  it  shall  one  day  attain  the  age  of 
its  venerable  sister,  the  Wilmington  Female  Bible  Society, 
its  future  members  will  take  an  interest  in  every  little  cir¬ 
cumstance  of  its  formation,  and  in  the  record  of  its  early 
members,  most  of  whom  will  then  have  passed  away  from 
earth. 

The  efforts  of  an  active  member  of  the  Parent  Society 
in  New  Castle  led  to  the  formation  of  this  Branch,  on  the 
14th  of  May,  1868. 

We  would  suggest  that  this  branch  of  Christian  work  is 
particularly  suited  to  the  young  who  know  the  constrain¬ 
ing  love  of  Christ.  They  have,  in  general,  fewer  claims 
upon  their  time  and  sympathies  than  older  persons,  and 
they  must  feel  a  peculiar  interest  in  the  elevation  of  young 
women  in  heathen  lands.  And  since  it  is  from  among  them 

I  that  God  will  call  our  future  missionaries,  it  is  well  for  them 
to  begin  them  service  here. 

But  we  desire  ever  to  keep  in  mind  that  the  work  to 
which  our  faithful  laborers  abroad  are  giving  them  whole 
heart  and  mind  is  something  far  above  the  mere  education 
and  social  improvement  of  their  pupils  ;  that  them  dearest, 
highest  object  is  to  tell  the  story  of  a  Saviour’s  love  to  hea¬ 
then  women,  to  put  the  written  Gospel  into  their  hands,  and 

(to  show  them  the  way  of  salvation  through  faith  in  His 
great  atonement  on  the  cross  for  sin. 

We  are  cheered  onward  in  our  efforts,  which  are  only 

[just  begun,  by  the  wonderful  blessing  which  attends  the 
work  of  our  Parent  Society ;  and  we  thank  our  gracious 
Master  for  permitting  us  to  serve  him  in  these  days  when  the 
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prophecy  of  Psalm  lxviii.  11  seems  nearing  its  fulfillment  : 

“  The  Lord  gave  the  word,  and  great  was  the  company 
of  those  that  published  it.”

Report  of  the  Concord,  N.  H.,  Auxiliary. 

Another  year  of  the  existence  of  our  auxiliary  is  nearly 
past.  We  will  take  a  glance  backward,  to  see  what  ad¬ 
vances  the  work  has  made  in  our  hands  during  the  twelve- 
month  gone,  perhaps  to  gain  courage  from  what  has  been 
accomplished  ;  at  least  to  leam  lessons  from  our  failures 
for  our  efforts  in  the  future. 

The  regular  Monthly  Meetings  have  been  sustained,  and 
Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  auxiliary  have  been  fully  at¬ 
tended,  and  have  been  occasions  of  interest  and  enjoyment. 

As  a  means  of  promoting  interest  in  our  work,  and  of 
bringing  the  members  more  promptly  together,  it  was  voted 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  to  expend  a  portion  of  our  funds 
in  material  to  be  made  into  garments  for  missionaries 
wdio  might  need  them  as  they  shall  go  out  to  their  fields 
of  labor. 

The  membership  of  the  auxiliary  is  about  the  same  as  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  although  we  regret  the  loss  of 
quite  a  number  of  our  members  by  removal  from  the  city. 
One  much  loved  member  only,  a  former  officer  of  our 
branch,  has  finished  her  earthly  mission  and  gone  to  share 
the  employments  of  Heaven. 

As  the  year  draws  to  a  close  we  trust  we  can  feel  that  it 
can  be  seen  that  our  cause  has  not  gone  backward  with  us, 
or  that  the  spirit  of  Him  who  said  “  Lo,  I  am  with  you 
always,”  burns  less  brightly  in  hearts.  May  His  care  and 
protection  be  round  about  us  as  we  shall  labor  in  the 
year  to  come  to  bring  heathen  ones  to  Him.

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Extracts  from  Reports  of  Mission  Bands. 

PIONEER  BAND. 

An  Easter  missionary  service  was  held  in  Clinton  Av¬ 
enue  Church,  Brooklyn,  in  the  spring  of  1869  ;  when,  by  re¬ 
quest  of  the  pastor,  a  history  of  the  Pioneer  Mission  Band 
was  presented. 

A  beautiful  banner  was  seen,  for  the  first  time,  of  white 
and  red  silk,  on  which  the  artist  had  sketched  a  scene  in  the 
far  West  illustrating  pioneers  ;  a  log-cabin  on  the  edge  of  a 
little  clearing,  a  hardy  woodman  dealing  heavy  blows  with 
his  axe  upon  a  majestic  tree,  while  the  children  perform  the 
humble  task  of  gathering  up  the  chips  and  blocks. 

The  whole  amount  of  money  which  has  passed  through 
the  Pioneer  Band  since  its  formation  is  about  $1,300. 
Without  boasting,  it  may  be  said  that  the  grain  of  mustard- 
seed  has  already  become  a  tree  bearing  many  branches.  The 
last  Annual  Report  of  the  Society  contains  a  list  of  200 
Mission  Bands.  From  New  Hampshire  to  Florida,  these 
little  circles  of  sisters’  hearts  and  sisters  ’  hands  have  been 
formed  to  labor  for  the  extension  of  Jesus’  Kingdom  among 
the  long-neglected  mothers  and  children  of  heathen  lands. 
The  story  of  the  Pioneer  Band  has  been  told  throughout 
the  extent  of  our  country,  and  its  quickening,  stimulating 
influence  may  be  called  the  leaven  which  has  leavened  the 
whole  lump. 

At  the  Mission  Band  Fair  which  was  held  in  Easter-week, 
at  the  Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music,  the  table  of  the  Pioneer 
Band  raised  the  sum  of  $165. 10.  The  Sabbath-school  has 
this  year  given  $200  to  the  band,  one  half  of  which  was  ap- 

ipropriated  to  the  Calcutta  Home  Fund.  A  legacy  of 
$100  has  also  been  given  to  us  by  one  of  our  dear  mem¬ 
bers,  Miss  Emma  W.  Harris,  who  died  May  27th,  1869. 
She  was  one  of  the  originators  of  the  Band,  and  loved  it 
with  an  undying  love.  H.  P.  W. 
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The  “Clinton  Avenue  Zenana  Society,”  of  Brooklyn, 
writes,  through  its  Secretary:  “In  looking  back  to  see 
what  was  worthy  to  be  reported,  we  have  been  more  deeply 
impressed  than  ever  before  with  the  fact  that  God  blesses 
even  the  slightest  effort  made  for  his  cause.  At  entertain¬ 
ments  we  have  realized  nearly  seven  hundred  dollars.  At 
our  Social  meetings  we  made  garments  for  the  poor,  until 
the  time  came  for  us  to  prepare  for  the  Mission  Band 
Fair,  to  be  held  in  April.  The  days  passed  swiftly  and 
very  pleasantly,  as  we  worked  for  the  one  great  object 
which  was  bringing  so  many  willing  hearts  together. 

“  Thus  the  year  has  passed,  rebuking  us  for  our  fears 
when  our  active  President  left  us,  as  the  year  opened,  and 
encouraging  us  to  greater  efforts  in  the  future.

“  We  have  increased  in  numbers  at  our  fortnightly  Sew¬ 
ing  meetings,  held  on  Saturday,  from  11  to  1  p.  m.  The 
work  done  at  these  meetings  was  for  the  Mission  Band 
Fair,  and  we  were  satisfied  with  the  result  of  our  winter’s 
labor.  All  the  young  people  in  our  church  became  so 
much  interested  that  the  young  gentlemen  offered  their 
services,  and  have  promised  to  aid  us  in  the  coming  year. 
The  labors  of  the  band  have  been  the  means  of  much  good 
to  us  at  home,  in  our  Christian  and  social  feelings,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  the  result  of  our  labors  may  be  abroad.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


PREAMBLE. 

In  view  of  the  deplorable  condition  of  heathen  women,  a  Woman’s  So¬ 
ciety  has  been  organized,  with  the  following  Constitution,  under  which 
women  of  all  evangelical  denominations  may  work  together  efficiently,  by 
distinct  voluntary  effort,  for  the  salvation  of  their  perishing  sisters: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “Woman’s  Union  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  of  America  for  Heathen  Lands.” 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  evangelization  of  heathen 
women  in  foreign  lands.  For  this  purpose,  the  Society  shall  send  out  and 
support  single  ladies  from  America  (always  giving  the  preference  to  the 
widows  and  daughters  of  missionaries),  as  Teachers  and  Bible-readers,  to 

train  and  superintend  native  women  to  labor  for  this  object. 

Art.  3.  This  Society  shall  be  composed  of  women,  and  the  condition  of 
membership  shall  be  the  annual  contribution  to  its  funds  of  not  less  than 
one  dollar. 

Art.  4.  Any  person,  by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars ,  at  one  given  time, 
may  become  a  Life  Member.  A  Sunday-school  or  Association  donating 
the  same  amount,  may  have  the  privilege  of  creating  any  friend  a  Life 
Member.  The  names  of  Life  Members  will  be  published  only  in  the  An¬ 
nual  Report. 

Art.  5.  This  Society  shall  have  at  least  One  Hundred  Collectors,  or 
Subscribers,  or  Mission  Bands,  each  of  whom  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
annual  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  for  five  years,  or  until  a  permanent  in¬ 
come  of  two  thousand  dollars  is  otherwise  secured,  and  the  Board  shall 
take  especial  care  to  keep  the  number  complete. 

Art.  6.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  vice-Presidents,  { 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assist-  1 
ant  Treasurer,  and  an  Auditor;  and  these  (with  the  exception  of  Treasurer 
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ind  Auditor,  who  shall  be  gentlemen),  in  connection  with  four  Managers 
rom  each  denomination  represented  in  the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  Board, 

.  fourth  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any 
egular  meeting;  and  this  Board  shall  always  be  chosen  from  those  who 
re,  or  shall  become  Twenty-dollar  Collectors,  or  Subscribers,  resident  in 
r  near  New  York  City. 

Art.  7.  The  Managers  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes,  one  of  each  de- 
omination  to  a  class.  The  first  class  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  the 
econd  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three  years,  and  the  fourth  for  four 
ears,  and  at  each  Anniversary  a  class  for  four  years  shall  be  elected,  to  fill 
le  place  of  the  class  whose  term  of  office  expires  at  that  period. 


Art.  8.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Wednes- 
ry  of  January,  March,  May  and  October.  Regular  monthly  meetings  of  the 
oard  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month.  The  Jan- 
iry  meeting  shall  be  observed  as  the  Anniversary,  at  which  the  Annual 
sport  shall  be  read,  the  Officers  and  one  class  of  the  Managers  shall  be 
acted,  and  vacancies  in  the  other  classes  shall  be  filled. 


Art.  9.  At  the  close  of  the  Anniversary  exercises,  the  Board  shall  organ- 
and  appoint  the  Standing  Committees  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Board 
:J  all  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  at  other  times. 

Art.  10.  The  President,  at  the  request  of  two  members  of  the  Board,  may 
1  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  ;  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  may 
1  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society. 

rt.  11.  Four  Honorary  Directors,  two  of  them  wives  of  clergymen, 
1  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  from  each  denomination  represented  in 
Society.  This  Board  shall  also  have  power  to  confer  this  honor  upon 
officer  of  an  Auxiliary,  and  upon  any  lady  corresponding  with  this 
iety  who  is  eminently  distinguished  for  her  efforts  on  behalf  of  heathen 
imen. 

liRT.  12.  All  measures  involving  the  expenditure  of  money  shall  require 
|  previous  recommendation  of  a  committee  and  the  approval  of  the 
rd. 

.rt.  13.  In  the  appointment  of  Teachers,  Bible-readers  and  native  As- 
lants,  the  Board  shall  have  regard  to  the  equal  claims  of  all  denomina- 
lis  represented  in  the  Society,  so  far  as  the  qualifications  of  candidates 
the  condition  of  the  Treasury  will  permit;  but  no  lady  shall  be  sent 
|  except  to  a  mission  of  her  own  denomination,  where  she  will  receive 
lable  counsel  and  protection. 

|  rt.  14.  No  change  shall  be  made  in  this  Constitution,  except  at  an  An- 
brsary  meeting,  and  then  only  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board, 
|  upon  the  vote  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  present. 
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BY-LAWS. 

1.  Every  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  Society ,  shall  be  opened  by  praye 
and  the  reading  of  the  Scripture,  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Board  excep 
its  acting  members,  unless  by  special  invitation  of  the  Board. 

S.  The  Minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  read  at  the  following  one,  and 
when  conlirined,  signed  by  the  President. 

4.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  President  shall  be  entitled  to 
casting  vote. 

5.  All  orders  made  for  payment  on  account  of  the  Society  shall  be  signe 
by  the  President,  and  one  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  countersigne 
by  the  Secretary. 

6.  The  year  of  the  Society’s  operations  shall  begin  the  1st  of  Januar; 
and  terminate  the  31st  of  December,  when  the  accounts  shall  be  made  u| 
and  the  Annual  Report,  with  the  names  of  all  Contributors  communicate' 
shall  be  printed. 

7.  The  Board  shall  appoint,  annually,  the  following  Standing  Commi 
tees,  viz:  on  Finance,  on  Publication,  on  Nomination,  and  on  Public  Mee 
ings.  On  all  these  Committees  each  denomination  shall  be  represented. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex-olficio,  a  member  of  the  Committ 
on  Finance;  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
tiou  ;  the  Recording  Secretary,  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination;  and  t! , 
President,  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Finauce  Committee  shall  examine  and  report  upon  all  bills  befo 
they  are  presented  to  the  Board;  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  t 
finances;  and  shall  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  tl 
receipts. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  charge  of  the  printing;  and  f 
document  shall  be  published  until  examined  and  approved  by  them.  !' 

The  Committee  on  Nomination  shall  recommend  suitable  persons  to  |i 
all  vacancies  in  the  Board.  L 

The  Committee  on  Public  Meetings  shall  make  arrangements  for  all  pti 
lie  occasions,  and  provide  speakers.  j, 

8.  A  tweuty-dollar  collector  or  subscriber  can  be  relieved  from  the  oljri 

gation  to  fulfill  her  pledge  for  five  successive  years,  only  by  providing  jm 
substitute  satisfactory  to  the  Board.  L 
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9.  The  postage  of  all  letters  of  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurer,  on  the 
asiness  of  the  Society,  shall  be  defrayed;  also  the  stationery  and  inciden- 
.1  expenses  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  ladies  going  to  a  foreign 
.nd. 


10.  The  Board  shall  take  care  that  the  support  of  all  ihose  they  send 
rroad  shall  be  properly  guaranteed,  their  salary  commencing  from  the 
priod  of  their  arrival  at  their  post  of  labor. 

11.  The  Board  shall  make  proper  arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  pro- 
'ctian  of  their  foreign  teachers  during  the  voyage,  and  on  their  first  arrival 

a  foreign  land.  Should  a  return  to  America  be  necessary  from  the  fail- 
e  of  health,  and  by  medical  advice,  the  Society  shall  be  responsible  for 
ie  necessary  expense. 

12.  Each  lady  going  out  as  a  teacher,  or  Bible  reader,  shall  be  required  to 
;n  an  engagement  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  binding  herself  in 
ie  of  voluntarily  relinquishing  her  situation,  or  in  case  of  her  marriage 
[thin  five  years  after  her  arrival  in  a  foreign  land,  to  repay  to  the  Board 
p  sum  expended  by  them  for  her  passage  and  outfit.  She  shall  also  give 

Board  six  months’  notice  of  any  intended  change,  or  forfeit  her  support 
that  time. 

3.  No  candidate  shall  be  finally  appointed  without  presenting  satisfac- 
|y  credentials,  nor  without  personal  intercourse  with  some  members  of 
Board ;  and  before  the  departure  of  any  one  a  special  meeting  shall  be 
|d,  for  the  purpose  of  commending  her  to  God,  the  services  being  con- 
|;ted  by  a  clergymen. 

14.  This  Society  shall  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  respond  to  appeals  from 
ler  teachers  and  schools  connected  with  other  Protestant  Boards  and 
lieties,  and  to  make  grants  in  aid  for  them  ;  also  for  native  teachers, 

.  Bible-women,  and  for  school  apparatus,  as  their  funds  may  allow. 

If  any  evangelical  association,  Sunday-school,  sewing  circle,  or  band, 
kiliaryor  not,  or  any  individual,  shall  wish  to  support  a  teacher,  native 
[le-woman,  or  school,  for  a  certain  time,  the  board  shall  make  the  neces- 
arrangements,  and  be  the  medium  of  transmitting  their  funds,  the 
ors  designating  the  person  and  field. 

k.  A  friendly  intercourse  shall  be  maintained  with  sister  societies,  while 
Irsdayof  each  week  shall  be  observed  by  the  officers  and  members  of 
pociety  as  a  special  season  of  prayer. 

The  “Missionary  Link,”  published  by  this  Society,  shall  be  limited

CONSTITUTION  OP  AN  AUXILIARY

1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the - —  of  the  Woman’s  Union  Mission 

ary  Society  of  America  for  Heathen  Lands. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  general  Society  in  sending  to  foreig  [ 
fields,  and  sustaining  single  ladies  who  shall  labor  as  missionaries  amon  : 
heathen  women,  train  and  superintend  native  Bible-women,  or  open  school 
for  girls. 

3.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  the  payment  < 
not  less  than  one  dollar  annually. 

4.  This  Society  shall  hold  regular  stated  meetings,  when  all  suitab! 
measures  shall  be  adopted  to  promote  interest  in  this  branch  of  missionar 
work,  and  to  obtain  subscriptions. 

5.  This  Society  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  the  month  of 
when  a  board  of  voluntary  officers  and  members  shall  be  chosen  to  condu< 
the  business  of  the  Society  until  a  new  election. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  S' 
ciety,  notify  meetings,  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report.  She  must  als 
keep  the  General  Society  informed  of  the  condition  of  the  Auxiliary,  an 
forward  a  list  of  officers  and  the  Report,  which,  if  desire  will  be  printed  i 
the  publications  issued  by  the  General  Society. 

7.  The  Treasurer’s  duty  shall  be  to  report  the  state  of  the  treasury  ;| 
every  meeting,  and  remit  the  funds  yearly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Gener 
Society,  never  in  any  case  delaying  payments  later  than  the  15th  of  Deceit 
ber,  that  the  acknowledgements  may  be  made  in  the  Annnal  Report  pu  t 
lished  in  January. 

MEMORANDUM. 

1.  Any  rules  relating  to  the  local  affairs  of  the  Society  maybe  adopte 
provided  they  do  not  infringe  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  t! 
General  Society. 

2.  It  is  desired  that  one  or  two  delegates  should  be  sent  to  the  meetii 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  General  Society  annually,  that  mutual  i 
terest  may  be  promoted. 

3.  It  is  desired  that  this  Society  shall,  in  fair  proportion,  share  in  the  e  ; 
pense  of  issuing  publications  of  the  General  Society,  receiving  in  return 
many  papers  as  can  be  distributed  judiciously. 

4.  Specific  contributions  for  any  foreign  field  of  labor  may  always 
made,  when  reports  received  therefrom  will  be  regularly  forwarded  to  t 
Society.
